pecially since no provision is made in 
them for establishing coaling stations 
in Porto JRico, Hawaii, the Ladronos, 
and tho Philippines, and to this need 
the secretary will have to call the atten- 
tion of congress. 


It should be observed, however, that 


a part of the estimates may be traced to 
the war. 
The navy department laid out 


its work for vigorous operations, no 
matter how long the struggle might 
last, and it made contracts for labor and 
material. Even now the war technically 
continues, the 
final 
peace treaty not 


yet having been agreed upon. 


Again, the additional ships to be 


built amount to over $10,000.000 of the 
new estimates. 
Our 
relations with 


Spain caused congress at the last session 
to pass an extraordinary bill for this in- 
creast??including three battleships, four 
monitors 
and twenty-eight 
torpedo 


boats. Then there is an extra item of 
over 82,000,000 for tho reconstruction 
o7 u^"!lval academy buildings. 
There 


is a much larger enlisted personnel, too. 
in the navy than there was a year or 
two ago. 


The fact is that hereafter our naval 


peace budget must regularly be larger 
than it has been heretofore. 
We have 


entered upon a policy of expansion. Our 
hands have been stretched out to the 
islands of the sea, fulfilling Edward Ev- 
erett's eloquent forecast, and that very 
fact implies a larger navy in commis- 
sion. 
We have 
also added 
variety 


to our naval establishment, maintaining 
hospital ships, distilling ships, marine 
transports, floating repair shops, and so 
on. 
Convinced by this year's experi- 


ence of the enormous importance of sea 
power for overthrowing foreign enemies 
and for preserving our own coasts in 
safety and trnnquility, the American 
people will never be willing to have 
their naval strength diminished, but will 
rathei: augment it steadily with the 
growth of the country. 


We shall confidently look, therefore, 


for great liberality on the part of con- 
gress in the appropriation of the coming 
session.

of each other.

Nez Femes 


and Bannock campaigns 
of 1877 and 


1878. His career as a soldier was an 
enviable one. 
The great war of the re- 


bellion and the battles with the redskins 
of the west have turned up no braver or 
more dutiful soldier or officer.

Wilkinson was born in Elmira,* >T. Y 
where his father was a Methodist clergy- 
man. 


Major Wilkinson knew the Indian 


character as thoroughly as any 
man in 


America. 
He was oue'of those officers 


who are known distictively as "Indian 
fighters" and he met his ' death while 
urging the men under him to stoop low 
while he himself stood straight up 
under the fire.

-only to be expected, as every Christian 
ecclesiastic must, perforce, speak

peace. But here is a man who is the 
nearest and most powerful adviser ol 
the greatest autocrat of the ages strik- 
ing at the very root of war. For it is 
believed that although Muravieff ap- 
pears as the mere mouthpiece of the 
great czar, it is he himself who per- 
suaded young Nicholas into taking this 
tremendous step. 
• The conquests of Alexander and Han- 
nibal, of Caesar and Constantine, oi 
Mohammed and Napoleon become in- 
significant facts of history when com- 
pared with the grand peace proposal 
that was uttered from the lips of Mura- 
•vieff to the ambassadors of the world 
•at St. Petersburg. While it is true that 
the czar will get the credit in the pub- 
lic discussions for the startling and 
eminently Christian proposal, the name 
of Muravieff cannot be disassociated 
from it. Whether it was the idea ot 
Muravieff or of the czar history will 
never know. 
The best diplomatic tal- 


eartn anci nimrg it capitally.- Mura- 
vieff, after his graduation, traveled fai 
and wide through Europe, seeing Un- 
peoples >-e had learned of out of his 
bool-.s and preparing himself for the. 
great work for which he was destined 
from his birth. 


It was only in 18G4, after having 


become perfectly fitted for his career, 
that he entered upon it. 
In that yeai 


lie was given a subordinate place in 
the ministry of foreign affairs and wap 
after a little made secretary of the Rus- 
sian embassy at Berlin. 
The appoint- 


ment was a deliberate one, for Muia- 
vieff had become widely acquainted at 
Heidelberg with the flower of the Ger- 
manic nobility. 
Two years he acted 


as secretary in a perfectly satisfactory 
manner, after which he was given the 
same appointment at the embassy to 
Stockholm. 
In 1867 he was transferred 


to Stuttgart, and two years later back 
to Berlin. There, in the court of Prus- 
sia, he met the diplomats of the world : 
and for six years he remained in Ber- j 
lin, not wasting a drop of time in ; 
acquainting himself 
with 
the great j 


ttovements 
of nations and absorbing 


information which was later to lift him 
up to one of the loftiest positions in 
the world of diplomacy. 


In 1873 the count was removed to 


Stockholm, where he was already ac- 
quainted. 
The next year he made a 


departure to The Hague, and 
three

Washington, Oct. 7.—The triennial 


convention of the Episcopal church 
Thursday disposed of two proposed 
amendments to the constitution of the 
church which had been indorsed by the 
last previous convention. 


The first of these amendments pro- 


posed to officially designate the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church as a "portion 
of the Catholic church." It was de- 
feated in the house of deputies by 108 
nays to 3 yeas. The other amendment 
proposed to substitute Article 1 for 
Articles 1, 2 and 3 of the old consti- 
tution. This was also defeated by the 
deputies by 92 nays to 17 yeas. 


The house of bishops adopted both 


of these amendments, but" the deputies 
refused to concur.
